proper regard not only for Col. Scott’s own 
welfare but for that of the company to which 
his lifetime has practically been devoted. 
The” strong “financial ‘position which the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company now occupies, 
and the fact that on Saturday the Board was 
able to resume 6 per cent dividends upon the 
stock, make the. present a peculiarly favorable 
time for a change in the leadership. In part- 
ing with the company, which he has done so 
much to build up and place in its present 
proud position, Col. Scott has the assurance 
that it stands upon such a strong conservative 
basis that it only requires prudent manage- 
ment in the future to insure the most gratify- 
ing-returns to its owners. Those interested 
are satisfied that those wlo may succeed him 
in the charge of its affairs will make it their 
care to further strengthen its position, so that 
its securities of all kinds will be safe beyond a 
peradventure. 

All the lines from New York, Philadelphia 
and Baltimore in the East, to Chicago, St. 
Louis, Louisville and Cincinnati in the West, 
have been put in admirable condition within 
the last five years; and, as shown by the re- 
turns published.each month, the Western lines 
especially—which at one time were looked 
upon as a source of weakness to the company 
—have now become strong factors in contrib- 
uting to its financial success. Col. Scott will 

always be specially remembered as associated 
with the leases of these Western roads, and it 
is but another tribute to his sagacity that he 
recognized far in advance the elements of their 
future strength, and saw how important these 
feeders would be to the. prosperity of the 
present company. 

Col. Scott’s railroad life has been such a busy 
one—his association with the company stretch- 
ing over a period of thirty years—that it 
would be impossible to recall here, even briefly,

“It will be'gerierilly récognized that a step 
such as Vol. Scott has taken means the sever- 
ance, to.a very large degree, of the official re- 
lations which have extended through nearly 
two-thirds of his life. But there is reason to 
believe that all his friends will soon have oc- 
casion to congratulate-him upon a complete 
restoration of health and strength. The city 
of Philadelphia is too largely indebted to the 
Pennsylvania Railroad ever to forget how 
much it owes to the gentleman who will, in a 
few brief wecks, lay down a position whica he 
has so admirably filled for many years past. 

Col. Scott’ has been connected with the 
Pennsylvania Railroad since 1850. When a 
lad he collected tolls for the company at Col- 
umbia, and gradually worked his way up until, 
in 1859, he was made Vice President. At the 
death of J, Edgar Thomson, in 1875, he was 
exalted to the Presidency, and this office he 
has since held without interrruption. In the 
fall of 1878 he was stricken with paralysis of 
the left side. Ilis foreign trip benefitted him 
sumewhbat, but of late it has been apparent 
that he was not able to bear up pkysically. 
[t is with great difficulty that he is able to 
walk, and he always carries a stout umbrella 
to aid his movements. - His left foot, leg and 
arm are alznost useless. It is only with great 
exertion that he is enabled to converse, as the 
left side of his face is also affected. 

The following is the letter which was read 
before the Board: 


PuiLapELpura, May 1, 1880. 


To the Board of Directors of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company : 


Gentlemen: After a service of nearly thirty 
years with the Company, I find it necessary to 
tender my resignation as its President and as 
one of its Directors, to take effect June 1st. 

I do this only because I am assured by my 
physicians that it is indispensable to a possible 
restoration of my health, that I should be re- 
lieved from the cares and responsibilities in- 
separable from the position. 

I had hoped to continue in the service of the 
Company during the residue of my life, but, 
under the advice referred to, this is no longer 
practicable. 

It bas not been without much careful thought 
that I have reached this conclusion as the one 
best, not only for myself but for the interests 
of the Company, as I feel that the duties of 
your chief executive can only be properly per- 
formed by one in thoroughly strong health and 
able himself to act promptly and efficiently in 
all emergencies that may arise. 

I need not say with what keen regret I sev- 
er relations which have extended ‘through 
nearly two-thirds of my life, and which have 
associated with them the most gratifying re- 
collections of faithful support and adherence to 
the interests of the Company on the part of 
those in every department of the service with 
whom. I have been officially: or otberwise con- 
nected. : tn 

In resigning the trust with which the share- 
holders and board have honored me, I feel sure 
that the ype te be safely and wisely ad- 
ministered by those who may be my succes-

will, in my judgment, bring about results that 
cannot but be satisfactory to the management 
and gratifying to the shareholders.

Financial and Commercial Review. 
THursDAY Evenine, May 6, 1880. 

The markets on Wall Street and elsewhere the 
past week bave been ina very unsettled, uncer- 
tain, and unsatisfactory position, both for specu- 
lation and legitimate purposes. The declino that 
has been steadily going cn now for some three or 
four months bas reached a point that some are in- 
clined to regard as bottom, while others are as 
rouch of opinion that prices will go still lower, 
if not reach nearly those before the “ boom” br- 
gan last fall, Others sci'l are in doubt, and thisis 
the largest class of the three, aad hence business 
in both specalative branches and in legitimate, is 
gradually coming to a stand still, awaiting for a 
settled basis of values to be reached, The pre= 
ponderance of opinion the past week, however, 
bas been towards lower prices, and in most mar- 
kets the closing quotations this week are below 
those of last, although at the close thoareis insome 
cases a reaction, and in most, more steadiness, 
which is argued by the bulls as an evidence that 
the bottom has been reached, and that we are a- 
bout on the turn for better business and prices, 
On the other hand the bearishly inclined: say it is ~ 
only a natural teroporary reaction frow the re- 
cent decline, and that so soon as the sborts are 
* covered ’? and a few buils have gotten all the 
stock they dare take fer a rise, and regular de- 
mand has been supplied for immediate wanta, 
that we sball see more sellers of stocks, long car- 
ried, and awaiting a better market to get out with 
less loss, than buyers, and that prices will go

“Tsrge, and held on speculation, which coptiou- 
- gily necssitates the dropping out of first one and 
then anotber speculative support to the markets, 
without bringing in any new ones, so long as the 
"present tendency is in the ascendant, 

To illustrate the situation ia almost every sta- 
ple, we have obtained from dealers in iron the 
lowest prices in these leading articles befora the 
“boom,” the highest on the “ boom ” and present 
prices, and stocks from which lower prices 
still are predicted. New iron 1ails were selling 
before the “ boom ” at $26@27, on the ‘‘boom ” 
at $65@67 650, and are now offered at $50. Old 
do. $16, then $12@44, and now $24@25 and ware- 
hooses filled with them, as well as of Scotch pig 
iron, which went from $20 to $34@§35, and is 
now $23@$24, owing to the excessive importa- 
tions, which are said to be enough for a year to 
come, and held by speculators, The same is true 
of steel rails, which advanced from $10 to 85@ 
87 50, and are now cffered at $62 50@67, while 
railroads are offering only $60@62 50, and some 
are holding off altogether, in expectation of $50 
@665 before the summer is over, Spanish mag- 
wetic ore, fcr Bessemer steel manufacturers, is 
bow selling at $7 per ton, that sold at $10 211 on 
the boom, and the importers are said to be loaded 
with stocks, Copper went from 16@17 to 25c per 
~ Jb, acd is now selling at 2lc, Iron advanced 
from 15@16s to 25@26c, and is now 18@19c a- 
gain, with heavy etocks, of which, that in copper 
is largely re-importatione. In the face of these 
facts the manufacfurers of steel rails are refusing 
to sell ahead at the prices railroads will pay for 
new construction uoder way, namely, $60@62, a!- 
though last fall when the market was going up 
instead of down, and still havicg a dowoward 
tendency, they were sciling abead and get- 
ting continually caugbt on their contracts, An 
article in another column on the “ Disastroas Re- 
sults of Last Fall’s Boom” gives the financial 
views of this situation.

Money has worked easier the past week, show-

State bondshave been ne- 
giected as weli as most securities and railroad 
bonds, The foreign bank tax bill at Albany has 
been vetoed by Ibe Governor, and all the capital 
withdrawn ia cons: quence, as noted io our last, 
has returned to the street, as there will probably 
be no furtber legislation this term. These baok- 
ers inform us that they are willing to be placed on 
an equal footing with home banks and bankers as 
regards taxation, They now pay the General 
Government \& of 1 ver cent upon their average 
loans like home banks, but as they are not al- 


lowed by state laws to veceive deposits or issue 
bank bills like home banks, they do not think 
they should pay as much tex as they.

Mining Stocks have been alternately firm and 
depressed without general activity or change ir 
prices, although the demand is increasing nod the 
market apparently getting into a more healthy 
position, The new American Mining Exchange 
is now orgenized and listing a good namber of the 
most important mines, among which the two Bo- 
napzas are noted, It will soon open for business 
and with this additional capital interested better 
prices are looked for soon, In Wall Street the 
Vanderbilt stocks have been pressed for sale by 
large holders, and have declined more than the 
general list, and Eris has come in for a greater 
decline than io a long time, it not baving yet 
gone off with the balance of the list, At the close 
of our last, the Wall Street Market was sick ur- 
der realizing sales of margin stocks, or which the 
coal shates suffered the most, as a heavy specula- 
tor was said to be unloading them, and Mr, Gould 
buying them, Oa the following day prices ad- 
vanced on the “ covering ’’ of a large sbort inter- 
est which Mr, Gould was credited with “ organ- 
izing.” and on the prospective vets of the bank 
tax bill, 

Oo this prospect, also, Foreign Ex:hange whicb 
had gone up on the proposed tax fell on the rc- 
duced demand for exchange to get foreign bank 
capital out of the State. This change helped the 
bank statement, which showed an increase in the 
surplus_reserve which is now $3,277,450, Fo!- 
lowing this, however, stocks fell cff again on an 
easy market as the manipulators willed it so, as 
they bad the refund movement the day before 
and a bear market on the following Monday, 
succeeded by a better feeling afterwards. 

The Utah and Pleasant Valley Railroad Com- 
pany through thetr fiscal agents, Messrs. Sheldon

beavy slides of earth which occured recently on 
the Centra! Pacific Railroad above Alta, The 
mass of earth was so great, and the difficulty o! 

- bandlicg it ia the ordinary way so formidable, that 
unless water had been resorted to several wecks 
might have elapsed before the track wis cleared. 
But the bydraulic miners were called upon for 
help, and they found the situation one which pre- 
sented no perplexities to them, They brought ap 
their pipes and monitors, constructed a flume 
from a ditch which was, fortunately, near at hand, 
and in 14 hours piped away a body of debris 
which bad been the despair of picks and shovels. 
Tbe tremendcus power of bydraulic mining meth- 
‘ods bas been here exhibited in a very practical 
way, avd for the benefit ofthecommunity. Those 
who witnessed the dispatch of this avalancLe of 
earth beve altained a lively perception of the ef 
fects produced upon the binffs which contain the 
gravel deposits. It is, indeed, somewhat singular 
tbat the hydraulic monitor has never, so far as 
we are aware, been used in making cuts on rail- 
ways where the soil is sufficiently soft Lo be piped. 
It might be thougtt that in such cases there would 
‘be great economy in tbe application of water- 
power, for a strong head of water directed by au 
experienced band will cut out and carry away 
more dirt in one day than 50 men could shovel 
and pick io a week. The slide at Alta would 
have undoubtedly delayed the resumption of rail- 
goad travel very much longer, but for the beppy 
thought of cnlistiog the monitors and little giants 
io the work of clearing the track.— [Sacramento 
(Cal.)

The average receipts from freight on your muio 
line, leased lines, and branchés, were 0 810 cents 
per ton per mile ; the cost per ton per mile was 
0.540 cepts, which we believe to be unprecedent- 
edly low fora railway with the pbysical cbaracter- 
istics of yours. 

Durivg 1878 there were moved over your road 
to Baltimore 14,512,066 bushels of grain, and in 
1879, 25,812,279 bushels, By means of the addi- 
tional elevator erected on tbe old coal pier at 
Cacton, alluded to ia last year’s report, this large 
business was handled with reasonable prompt- 
ness, 

To enable your company to secure its proper 
sbare of the tobacco busiuess, a warehouse for the 
receipt, inspection, and storage of tobacco was 
erected at Canton, This warehouse will have to

Compressed-air Locomotives. 
Superintendent Thomas, of the Sutro Tunnel, 
was in town last evening. He says all work in 
the tunnel is going abead very satisfactorily 
Yesterday he tried some experiments with the new 
compreseed-air locomotives, They were found to 
work wejl, They were first tried with the air 


tanks (which, on these engines, take the place of 


a steam-bciler on an ordinary locomotive) char- 


ged to a pressore of 100 pounds to the square 

_ineh, This pressure was afterward increased to 
200 pounds to the equare inch. To-day a test 
will be made by charging the air reservoirs to a 
pressure of 800 pounds tothe square inch, They 
are calculated to stand a pressure of 850 pounds 
to the square inch. It is supposed that with a 
pressure of from 250 to 800 pounds on the com- 
pressed air reservoirs the engines will be able to 
make the round trip through the tunnel, taking iv 
a train of empty cars and bringing out a loaded 
train, In case the tanks furnished with the en- 
gines prove too small to carry sufficient air to rao 
into the branch tunnels and return, tenders con- 
tainicg tauks of any required size can be placed 
behind the locomotivee. These tanks will be 
charged with a powerful air-compressor station- 
ed at the mouth of the tuouel.—[Virgivia (Nev.)
